Bush, Bernanke open 
to new relief package

WASHINGTON Momentum increased Monday 
for anew economic stimulus package as Federal 
Reserve Chairman Ben Bernanke endorsed 
extra help for the ailing economy, while the 
White House said it was open to the idea. 

Press secretary Dana Perino told reporters 
on Air Force One that the White House will 
have to see what kind of package Congress 
crafts. Perino said the administration has 
concerns that what has been put forward so far 
by Democratic leaders in Congress would not 
actually stimulate the economy. 

Earlier Monday, Bernanke told the House 
Budget Committee the country’s economic 
weakness could last for a while and it was the 
right time for Congress to consider a new 
package. Earlier this year, most individuals 
and couples received tax rebate checks of 
$600-$1,200 through the $168 billion stimulus

“With the economy likely to be weak 
for several quarters, and with some risk of a 
protracted slowdown, consideration of a fiscal 
package by the Congress at this juncture seems 
appropriate,” Bernanke told the panel.

Bernanke’s remarks before the House Budget 
Committee marked his first endorsement 
of another round of government stimulus. 
Democrats on Capitol Hill have been pushing 
for another stimulus plan, but the Bush 
administration has been cool to the idea as the 
federal budget deficit explodes. 

Bernake also appeared to open the door for 
further interest rate cuts. Wall Street stocks rose 
on the news and on signals that the important 
credit markets were loosening further. 

House Speaker Nancy Pelosi chimed in on 
the stimulus idea. “I call on President Bush and 
congressional Republicans to once again heed 
Chairman Bernanke’s advice and as they did in 
January, work with Democrats in Congress to 
enact a targeted, timely and fiscally responsible 
economic recovery and job creation package,” 
Pelosi said in a statement Monday. 

Over time, “stimulus provided by monetary 
policy” along with the eventual stabilization in 
housing markets and improvements in credit 
markets will help the economy get back on firm 
footing, Bernanke said.

With little relief in sight, people 
are getting more anxious 
about the slumping economy 
and how it affects them. 

The share of people who 
believe the country is moving 
in the right direction has 
plunged in just a few weeks, 
from 28 percent in September 
to 15 percent in October, 
according to an Associated 
Press-Yahoo News poll of 
likely voters that was released 
Monday.

Bus tales: Good, 
bad and the ugly 


Few CTA employees inspire as much ire or inspiration as bus opera- 
tors, at least according to the entries in the “Going Public” inbox. 
Every week, I receive eye-widening complaints about rude operators. 
Not as frequently, but certainly consistently, I hear tales of operators 
going the extra mile to help out riders. So let’s get at the transit truth 
about good and bad bus behavior with some recent rider questions, 
concerns and even kudos. 


No kidding 
Bronzeville rider Lisa Johnson wrote to me riled over the treatment 
of her 11-year-old daughter on the No. 47-47th bus route. Johnson said 
her daughter, who is tall for her age, has been repeatedly questioned by 
bus operators who seem to doubt that the child qualifies for reduced 
fare. Johnson subsequently obtained the magnetic student permit that 
the agency requires, but to no avail. 

“She is still being harassed,” Johnson, 36, wrote. 

Johnson is right that operators must accept her daughter’s ID, 
according to CTA spokeswoman Wanda Taylor. 

But if a rider, even a child who obviously is younger than 12, 
doesn’t have that permit, all bets are off. 

“CTA requires all customers to pay the established fare,” Taylor 
said, adding: “Employees are expected to be professional, courteous

We also should make sure exceptional operators are commended for 
their hard work. That was the goal of Mary Paolino, an Austin rider, 
who asked me to track down an operator she knew only as “Luis.” “I 
have seen him get out of his seat to help a lady with a large stroller 
get on the bus,” Paolino wrote of the friendly No. 91-Austin opera- 
tor. “I also have seen him lower the step so older people can get on 
without problems or falling. He does all of these things without even 
being asked.” 

Luis’ last name is Nunez, according to CTA staffers, who con- 
firmed that he works on the No. 91 route. Here’s hoping Nunez earns 
a commendation for his hard work. And who knows? He might even 
inspire other operators to work toward kudos instead of complaints.

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Your debate style 
can say a lot about 
your personality

So you don’t think arguing is good for you? 

Well, you’re wrong. 

Arguing helps resolve conflicts and may 
actually improve your chances at a longer life, 
according to a University of Michigan study 
released earlier this year. 

In a study of 192 couples over 17 
years, researchers found that when both 
spouses suppressed their anger after being ver- 
bally attacked by their partner, earlier death 
was twice as likely compared to cases in which 
at least one spouse communicated anger. 

“Arguing is good for you,” said Andrew 
Rancer, a communications professor at the 
University of Akron. “Our entire society is 
built on arguing. Legislative, judicial sys- 
tems depend on presenting good arguments 
and having other people refute those argu- 
ments.” 

Take the presidential election, for example. 
On Nov. 4, millions of Americans will decide 
whether John McCain or Barack Obama 
made the best argument to lead the country. 

In framing their cases, however, both can- 
didates have employed poor persuasive tech- 
niques, experts say. 

McCain and Obama invoked a negative 
tone in their campaigns instead of brushing 
off their opponent’s character attacks and 
focusing on the facts, according to analysts. 
In the televised debates, the candidates 
strayed from the questions asked by mod- 
erators and spouted off on their own topics. 
And throughout this long race to the White 
House, both men on occasion have lost their 
composure, raised their voices and failed to 
make eye contact, all examples of non-verbal 
aggressive behaviors. 

“Arguing is very hard because our person- 
alities keep getting in the way,” said Joshua 
Halberstam, author of “Everyday Ethics: 
Inspired Solutions to Real-Life Dilemmas.” 

Tom Mangatu, 30, of Lincoln Park said he 
knows which friends to steer clear of when he 
wants to debate a point because some friends 
are more sensitive about certain topics, like 
religion and money, than others. 

“I’m not going to bring up an issue if that 
person’s going to be hostile,” said Mangatu, 
who added that he likes to engage others in 
heated discussions a few times a day to get 
their point of views on various topics. 

Communications experts say arguing is 
only helpful if the tactics are fair and appro- 
priate. Arguers should focus on offering data 
and evidence to support their case and stick- 
ing to these issues. 


Too often, arguers rely on verbal aggres- 
siveness and try to humiliate or embarrass 
their opponents instead of listening to the 
opposite points of view and rebutting these 
points with facts, said Rancer, co-author of 


the book “Argumentative and Aggressive 
Communication: Theory, Research, and 
Application.” 

When asked by RedEye, Jolan Emamali of 
Lincoln Square said he tries to stick to the 


issues and show patience during arguments. 
Emamali, 26, said he especially enjoys debat- 
ing about politics. 

He says the arguments usually arise when he 
poses an interesting question or observation 
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to his friends, co-workers and his girlfriend. 

“T just like to hear people’s opinions,” 
Emamali said. “When you argue, people are 
going to play off each other and you learn 
more about their views.” 

Before engaging in a face off, Halberstam 
said it’s important to know which type of 
arguer you are, as well as which type your 
opponent is. RedEye asked Halberstam 
to outline typical conflict styles. Lynne 
Eisaguirre provided the animal categories, 
which appear in her workplace conflict- 
resolution book, “The Power of a Good 
Fight.”

Pit bull 


Pit bulls love con- 
flict and enjoy argu- 
ing. They are com- 
petitive all-out war- 
riors, but in minor 
arguments, pit bulls 
can create lasting damage because they are 
too aggressive, Eisaguirre said. 

Some examples of pit bulls include below- 
the-belt pelters (stunning their opponent by 
exploiting their weaknesses); loud-talkers (all 
arguments are in caps locks) and defender- 
benders (always on the defensive even when 
they are not under attack). 

When arguing with pit bulls, don’t turn 
into one yourself, Eisaguirre said. 

Instead, she recommends using the broken- 
record technique —ask the pit bull about his 
or her position in a pleasant, persistent way. 
“Pit bulls are like a balloon full of hot air. Let 
them ventilate,” Eisaguirre said. “Ask a lot of 
open-ended questions and eventually they'll 
run down.” 

Halberstam suggests not bothering perpet- 
ual arguers at all. He said for people who are 
always in a “permanent karate stance,” “it’s 
not about getting truth; it’s about winning 
arguments. You'll never win; they'll always 
continue to argue.” 


Cobra 


Cobras are aggres- 
sive about handling 
conflict, but they 
don’t argue directly 
with the person with 
which they are in con- 
flict. Cobras, known for being sneaky, talk to 
others because they feel they don’t have as 
much power as their opponent. 

The cobra conflict style is popular in 
unions, where workers pool their resources 
before approaching a manager with a prob- 
lem. 

In dealing with a cobra, “I think you need 
to name the game, tell them you know they 
are talking to others, ask what you can do to 
make it easier for you to talk to them about it 
directly,” Eisaguirre said.

A 
golden retriever likes to be liked and tends 
to give in. “They tend to be the cheerlead- 
ers among us. They are great for building 
morale,” Eisaguirre said. “But you don’t 
really know what they’re thinking and 
feeling; they’re tuned into other people’s 
feelings.” 

When arguing with golden retrievers, 
you have to keep asking them to reaffirm 
their position. “You don’t get their best 
ideas because they’re so avoidant. If they 
don’t agree with the group, they may not 
say anything,” Eisaguirre said. 

Halberstam said it’s tough to win an 
argument with a passive-agegressive arguer 
such as a golden retriever. “They'll agree 
with you, but not really—just to avoid any 
type of confrontation.”

conflict, even when the issue is important, 
Eisaguirre said. Roadrunners are not petty 
and don’t create a lot of dissension. 

“They like to think before talking,” 
Eisaguirre said. 

“Tf youre dealing with someone who’s a 
roadrunner, you have to present the issue, 
but you have to give them time to think. 
Then set another date to talk about it, oth- 
erwise they'll beep beep beep around the 
road avoiding you.” 

People who are incapable of taking their 
own positions often agree with the last 
idea they heard, Halberstam said. 

These conformist arguers will be con- 
vinced of their position by the last person 
with whom they talked. 


Eagle 

This is the ideal 
argument style, 
Eisaguirre said. 
An eagle realizes

There’s no debate that there are right ways 
and wrong ways to argue. To help you fight 
fair, RedEye consulted Andrew Rancer, a 
University of Akron communications profes- 
sor; Joshua Halberstam, Bronx Community 
College communications professor; and 
Lynne Eisaguirre, president of Workplaces 
that Work. Here are their fighting words. 

» Prepare. Have a well-researched game 
plan, then step back and look at what con- 
flict style you are using and determine your 
opponent’s style, Eisaguirre said. 

» Check your ego at the door. “The idea 
is to get some understanding,” Halberstam 
said. 

» Don’t get distracted. “Turn the TV off. 
Don’t read the newspaper,” Rancer said. “Try 
to face each other. ... Try to make eye contact 
when you argue.” 

» Stick to the issue that is the cause of the 
immediate concern. Don’t bring in tangential 
issues if you are trying to resolve that one 
issue, Rancer said. 

» Don’t attack the person, attack the argu- 
ment. Verbal aggression is attacking the per- 
sonality of another arguer in order to embar- 
rass, humiliate or hurt, Rancer said. Verbal 
aggression includes character attacks (you’re 
a liar; you’re a cheater), confidence attacks 
(you don’t know how to do anything right; 
you’re not a good lover), profanity, ridicule 
and teasing. 

» Listen. Try to restate what the other argu- 
er says in his or her own words to demonstrate 
you’re listening. Often, people in arguments 
are just waiting for the other arguer to take a 
deep breath so they can speak, Halberstam 
said. “If you can retranslate the [opposing 
argument] into your own words, you're actu- 
ally trying to get that truth,” he said. 

» Try to say something that’s right about 
the opposing point of view. Don’t try to make 
your opponent look so ridiculous and so weak 
that if you do win the debate, it’s not really a 
victory, Halberstam said. 

» Watch your body language. There are 
behaviors—such as voice-raising, finger- 
pointing, shouting and walking away—that 
can escalate a conflict because they make 
people perceive that the arguments are really 
fueled by aggression, Rancer said. “You have 
to remove as muchas possible the destructive 
non-verbal aggressive behaviors when you 
attack a person’s position,” Rancer said. 

» The phrase, “I don’t know” is very use- 
ful. “You don’t have to have an opinion about 
everything,” Halberstam said.

Flood victims seek aid 


Thousands brave early-morning chill to apply for food stamps

Thousands of Chicago-area residents braved the 
morning chill Monday to apply for food stamps to 
recoup losses from last month’s floods. 

More than 5,000 households from the seven- 
county area affected by the floods already have 
been approved for disaster assistance, said Marielle 
Sainvilus, spokeswoman for the Illinois Department 
of Human Services. But thousands more are still in 
need, Sainvilus said, which is why the federal govern- 
ment has extended its application deadline through 
Wednesday. 

Some state offices in the suburbs saw lines form- 
ing late Sunday and early Monday as eager residents 
tried to get in their applications without missing a day of work 
or school. 

Calumet City resident Olivia Townsend arrived at the state 
office at Halsted and 119th Streets shortly after 3 a.m. Monday, 
and the line was already a few hundred people deep. 

“When I got here, the line was all the way back there,” 
Townsend said, pointing to a spot 200 yards from the entrance. 
“What can you do? I just waited.” 

By 11 a.m., several hundred more had joined the line, which

snaked outside the office, past the adjoining building 
and looped around almost through the back end of 
the strip mall parking lot. Despite the large turnout, 
Sainvilus said officials were relieved that the lines 
moved in an orderly fashion and there was not a 
repeat of the scuffling and confusion from last week, 
when overflow crowds flooded offices in Blue Island 
and were sent home without aid. 

“God bless what they’re giving. It does make a 
difference,” said Wendy Weather, a mother of two 
young girls from Calumet City. Weather arrived at 
the Calumet Park neighborhood location about 
6 a.m. and hours later received her food-stamp allo- 
cation of $447. That money comes on top of what the 
family already receives each month in state aid. 

Weather said her home on Yates Avenue had up to 2 feet of 
flooding when rain swept through the region in September. The 
flood water ruined a washing machine at the house, and lengthy 
power outages spoiled much of the food, she said. Food-stamp 
allotments varied from $300 to $565, based on the size of the 
family and its income level. 

“Every little bit will help,” said Riverdale resident Lovator 
Jackson. “It won't replace everything I lost, but it’s a good start.” 
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Immigrant 
activists rally

In what may be the start of more such battles 
during waning months of the Bush administra- 
tion, about 30 demonstrators and elected offi- 
cials rallied outside a Chicago federal immigra- 
tion office Monday in hopes of stopping the 
deportation of a mother of six. 

Francisca Lino, 41, was scheduled to leave the 
country this week after she entered illegally in 
1999 and was arrested in 2005 during a hearing for 
her application for legal permanent residency. 

A petition to delay the deportation for 
another year that was delivered Monday by US. 
Rep. Luis Gutierrez (D-IL) and Lino’s attorney 
temporarily halted the removal. Authorities are 
considering the petition’s argument that Lino’s 
family, all of whom are either US. citizens or in 
the country legally, would be put under financial 
and emotional duress if she left. 

“We will review it and make a determina- 
tion within the next few weeks,” said Gail 
Montenegro, spokeswoman for US. Immigration 
and Customs Enforcement. 

Lino, who works in a chocolate factory in far 
west suburban Geneva, is the main provider for 
her family, said her attorney, Chris Bergin. Her 
husband, Diego, 34, is recovering from a stroke. 

“Allow Mrs. Lino an additional year at least 
to get her house in order,” Gutierrez said before 
hand-delivering the petition. “They all rely on 
her to take care of them.” 

Standing outside the ICE office, Lino said she 
had believed she was on the road to resolving her 
status in 2005. After being turned away at the 
southern border in 1999, she entered illegally a 
few months later, eventually landing in Chicago, 
where she met her husband. She applied for legal 
status in 2000 and was arrested five years later 
during a hearing for that application.

FBI reports two bank robberies 


Robbers struck at two banks in different 
parts of Chicago within hours Monday, 
federal officials said. 

The heists appeared to involve different 
suspects, based on physical descriptions.

5] LONDON Alitalia pilot Achille Zaghetti 
thought it was a missile. 

Zaghetti was at the helm of a jet from 
Milan to London’s Heathrow Airport on 
the evening of April 21, 1991, when a flying 
object streaked across his field of vision. 

“At once I said, ‘look out, look out,’ to 
my co-pilot, who looked out and saw what 
I had seen,” Zaghetti wrote in his report. 
An investigation later ruled out a missile— 
but never ruled anything in, either. 

The close encounter is one of many 


reported UFO sightings among 19 files 
that Britain’s National Archives posted 
Monday to the Web. The new material 
covers UFO sightings between 1986 and 
1992. 

While the 1,500-page batch of docu- 
ments debunks a host of UFO sightings, 
others like Zaghetti’s near-miss with a 
UFO remain unexplained. 

Some things in the newly released files 
were either unhinged or unverifiable. 

One correspondent tells the military 


he was shouted at by aliens while sleeping 
outdoors. Another writes in “with extraor- 
dinary news,” saying the “legendary ‘feath- 
ered serpents’ ” are waiting for permission 
to land on Earth. 

And one US. pilot’s tale of being 
ordered to shoot down a UFO over 
eastern England, forwarded to the 
Ministry of Defense by a UFO enthusiast, 
was kept on file even though the military 
turned up no evidence of it in its official 
records.

As the economy spirals 
downward, the sports 
world suffers too

FT. WORTH Major League Baseball attendance 
has dropped for the first time in five years. In a 
cost-cutting move, the NCAA recently sent a 
letter to its members outlining new postseason 
travel restrictions. The future of Formula One’s 
Canadian Grand Prix could be in jeopardy with the 
recent announcement that organizers have pulled 
their financial backing. 

Even the sports world reels. It can’t avoid or 
escape, not this time, the salvo of economic blows. 

Economic turmoil historically has had little 
impact on sports. The old business model for sports 
franchises was simple: Sell tickets and hot dogs, win 
games and make money. Revenue depended on 
ticket sales and concessions— depended, in other 
words, on the average fan. 

“Tt will have a different effect than it would have 
15 or 20 and certainly 30 years ago,” said Michael 
Leeds of Temple University, co-author of “The 
Economics of Sports.” “That’s because sports 
teams and leagues have very much shifted their 
focus from the average fan to corporate interests. 
And that, I think, will come back to bite them a 
little bit.” 

The effects could be felt for years, and they’re 
already becoming apparent. 

With season-ticket renewals down, the NBA is 
laying off 80 workers, or 9 percent of its workforce. 
The Arizona Diamondbacks are searching for a 
company to sponsor their right-field pool; the orig- 
inal sponsor has filed for bankruptcy protection. 


The NBA got lots of attention last month when it said 
the bad economy was forcing it to lay off 9 percent 
of its workforce. But there was little shock in the 
Charlotte Bobcats’ organization, which had already 
seen two rounds of job cuts. 

“We must become more efficient as a business 
in the current economic climate,” president Fred 


Talking about his efforts to buy the Cubs, Dallas 
Mavericks owner Mark Cuban told the Chicago 
Sun-Times that the “failing economy” has put the 
“brakes on the sale.” The economy, Cuban said, will 
affect the deal and “create a challenge.” 

Shrinking sponsorship revenue could impact 
sports almost immediately, said Wayne DeSarbo, 
director of the Center for Sports Business Research 
at Pennsylvania State University. Teams and events 
that depend most heavily on sponsorships, naming 
rights and luxury suites probably will be first to feel 
the economic tremors. But the downturn could 
influence merchandising, concessions and market- 
ing, and eventually, DeSarbo said, the effects could 
touch ticket sales and player salaries. 

“Tt depends on whether we’re seeing the entire 
iceberg or just the tip,” DeSarbo said. “My sense is 
that this will not be a long-term phenomenon.” 

Last week, the New Orleans Voodoo of the 
Arena Football League announced it was done, out 
of business. Last year it was the Nashville Kats that 
shut down. Commenting on the NHL, Globe and 
Mail columnist Stephen Brunt recently speculated 
that the economic squeeze “will almost certainly 
throw a franchise or three into bankruptcy.” 

Yes, the most profound effect could be, quite 
simply, the end of a team or an event. As revenue 
sources shrink and credit disappears, so, too, could 
some sports venues. Leeds said NASCAR could be 
one of the hardest hit, in part because the cars are 
“200 mph billboards” that depend heavily on spon- 
sorship and because fans often must drive long dis- 
tances to each event. Professional golf also could 
feel an acute impact, he said. 

And although some celebrated teams are sched- 
uled to move into new residences in the next year 
or two, stadium construction also will slow down,

“Naming rights are the capstone of sponsorship,” 
said Don Hinchey, vice president of The Bonham 
Group, a Denver-based sports and entertainment 
marketing firm. “They deliver the highest value for 
sponsorship dollars, and I think you'll continue to 
see keen interest in naming rights when the oppor- 
tunity arises for association with the right team 
and the right community.” 

The NFL has built a carapace of TV around 
itself, protecting it from financial troubles. It has 
contracts through 2011 with the major networks, 
plus ESPN, worth billions. More than any other 
league, the NFL would seem immune. 

But during the league’s recent owners meetings 
in St. Petersburg, Fla., even the NFL focused on 
harsh realities. Roger Goodell, NFL commission- 
er, talked about cutting expenses, rising costs and 
tightening belts. 

“The reality is it’s going to impact us,” Goodell 
said. “The economy is affecting us directly, our 
partners and our fans. We’re sensitive to that. 
We’re looking at everything we do. Whether it’s 
stadium financing, whether it’s pricing on the club 
level, we’re looking at all these issues.”

When she tackles a classic country weeper in “The 
King of Broken Hearts,” or sidles up next to the great 
George Strait in “Everything But Quits,” it simply 
makes you wish for more where that came from.

Every morning before work, Marlena Reed 
closes her eyes and meditates as wafting lem- 
ongrass embraces her. 

For 15 to 30 minutes, she blocks out to-do 
lists and looming deadlines and lets thoughts 
float in and out. 

You may not believe it, but experts say ritu- 
als such as this are key to overall health—and 
just as important as exercising and eating veg- 
gies. 

“Keeping that balance between work and 
life is what keeps us sane,” said Tevis Gale, a 
workplace coach who leads workshops across 
the country. “Yet, we forget to take the time 
to check our mental status and give it impor- 
tance.” 

And with shaky economic times, experts 
say taking care of your mental health is even 
more important. 

“That feeling of emptiness and exhaus- 
tion is a sign we need to tend to things,” said 
Emory University sociologist Corey Keyes. 

The brain, experts say, needs breaks— 
whether it’s through meditation, yoga, a mas- 
sage, a pedicure or simply sitting in a park or 
taking some deep breaths with your morning 
brew. 

“People tend to see it as indulgent, and we 
have to change that,” Keyes said. “Taking care 
of ourselves is fundamental and, without that, 
there is no physical health.” 

The key, experts say, is to be deliberate and 
train yourself to step away—even if it’s for 
just five-minute chunks through the day. 

For Reed, who started meditating about 
four years ago, her quiet time helps her be 
more prepared for unexpected challenges. 


Create breaks between activities: Ever 
wonder why you forget why you are going 
into a room? Maybe your mind is racing with 
too many thoughts. 

Step outside the chatter in your mind: 
Do yoga or take a walk and train your mind 
to take a break. 

Change the routine: Go a different route 
to work. Eat dessert first. This might help 
wake up the brain. 

No-rules art and dance: Try to be 
expressive in either discipline. Move any 
way you want. 

Get up from the computer: Every 45 
minutes to an hour, leave your desk, even if 
it’s for a quick stretch or glass of water. 

Treat yourself: Cook yourself a good 
meal. Take a bubble bath. Get a massage. 

Cultivate meaningful relationships: 
Loving, supportive relationships are key to 
your overall health. 

Attitude adjustment: Be positive and 
reflective.

“Tt’s that time that I am not thinking and 
strategizing and thinking about the calen- 
dar,” the 37-year-old said. “Work is crazy. It 
is what it is. And to have something to clear 
your head is a real blessing.” 

The Atlanta public relations executive ends 
her session shortly after 7 a.m., turns on the 
coffeemaker and gets ready for the day. 

“T connect with myself in the morning and 
even when things get out of control at work, 
I can think about how I felt in the morning 
and it really helps,” she said.
